Dear  John: 

Your  two  letters  of  October  14th  and  17th  arrived  today,-  the  one 
enclosing  the  check  for  the  Y.M.C.A.  and  the  other  giving  me  the  information 
about  the  collection  of  Colonial  and  Continental  paper  money  o^vned  by  the 
Cohen  Estate, 

I am  fonvarding  today  the  Y.M.C,A,  check  to  the  General  Secretary, 

Mr,  Carlton  Harrison.  Thank  you  very  much  for  it, 

I have  just  called  up  Lh?,  Opie  by  telephone  and  I find  that  the 
status  of  the  collection  has  changed  scmewhat.  Only  three  days  ago  it  was 
sent  to  the  Anderson  Galleries  in  New  York  (which  by  the  way  have  consolidated 
with  the  American  Art  Association  and  have  moved  to  the  establishment  on  57th 
Street,  New  York)  and  they  are  to  have  a valuation  made.  Mr,  Opie  expects 
word  from  them  in  about  a month,  and  the  family  is  to  determine  then  what  to 
do  about  it,  Mr,  Opie’s  present  belief  is  that  they  incline  towards  a public 
sale.  He  tells  me  that  since  writing  you  some  man  who  is  more  or  less  famil- 
iar with  such  things  living  in  Texas  has  indicated  his  judgment  that  the  col- 
lection is  worth  from  $7,500.  to  $10,000.,  though  as  a matter  of  fact  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Opie  the  man  has  not  seen  the  collection;  so  his  valuation  of  course 
is  a mere  guess. 

Unless  I hear  further  from  you  on  the  subject  I will  cable  on  receipt 
of  word  from  llr,  Opie  on  or  about  December  2nd  indicating  the  then  status  of  the 
matter  including,-  if  he  gives  me  the  information,-  the  Anderson  Galleries’  esti- 
mate of  the  value  of  the  collection.
